Th** feeling of confidence 
or lack of confidence percolates 
very quickly from tile investment 
export down through tin* com m un­ 
ity to all these people.

For «)ii** tiling, federal govern­ 
ment borrowing still goes on. Tho 
national debt is 
rising 
rapidly 
each year. 
Th** coming political 
campaign will probably 
furnish 
some sort of corrective in 
com­ 
pelling programs of economy, no 
matter which party is elected in 
November. 
But with the public 
debt a s high as it is and with all 
th** weighty problems of trying to 
keep th*- 
borrowings 
from 
in­ 
creasing, there is 
certainly 
no 
room for the intrusion 
of

confidence-breaking factors, such 
as are Involved iii a currency ex­ 
pansion which makes no provision 
for currency redemption or for 
tho raising of revenues to retire 
new money forced into circulation 
by th** pressure of government.

War Industries Concentrated 
With the general realization of 
ierm any’s new air plans came, as 
i distinct shock, 
the

knowledge that England was far 
.anre vulnerable from the air than 
major European countries. 
Tile 
island itself was not only small, 
hut Britain’s key war Industries 
were concentrated in a few large 
factories iii a few centers. 
Germany in dreaming out her 
great new war machine bud anti 
cipated this growing air threat by 
decentralizing her war industries. 
No longer was the giant Krupp 
works iii tho Rhineland the single 
center for her war supplies. Sen­ 
sing that the war of the future 
would be decided from the air, 
sh*) moved her airplane factories 
to central arid eastern Germany, 
and then broke up these several 
plants into a number of small fac­ 
tories that made individual 
and 
vital parts of the machines. 
No 
bombing raid could more than de­ 
stroy a single unit, or at most 
an assembly plant. 
It was all this, and the return 
of Germany’s 
marching 
mood, 
that finally awakened France, as 
well, to her own 
new 
dangers. 
With lier allies in eastern Europe, 
that bad once made up the major 
part of the old Austro-Hungarian 
nations, she might feel 
safe 
if 
England would pledge 
ber 
full 
military support. 
But -ut least 
until the Italian situation showed 
real dangers 
England has refus­ 
'd to do this. 
In final despair France turned 
to the Soviet Union, and *»n last 
vlay 18th made a Mutual Assist- 
tnee Bact that pledges one nation 
to come to the aid of the other in 
case of attack by a third power 
»er many. 
England Holds Peace Key 
It may seem like a paradox to 
vrite that while war r es ts in the 
muds of Germany, peace rests in 
he hands of England 
If Eng- 
und comes 
out 
squarely 
for 
France, and her allies, including 
Soviet Russia, then Germany may 
not dare venture a war move. 
(I 
un accepting the optimistic prem­ 
ise that somehow or 
other 
the 
Italian situation will he eventually 
settled peacefully.) 
This means that Soviet Russia 
would for a time become the dom­ 
inant power in eastern 
Europe, 
But in the end Germany wa uld re­ 
f u s e to accept this lowly status 
and break her chains. 
So it is that sooner 
or 
later 
England must make up her mind j 
whether she prefers a dominant 
Germany or a dominant 
Russia. 
France will be satisfied to keep 
lier own boundaries sate; it in sc- : 
carity she wants. 
Only England can give France 
that security 
and to gain it even 
then it may be necessary to let 
Germany turn her dreams and a m ­ 
bitions to the eastwards.

to make future battlefields and
